Headache, E«r»oh«, 
Sore Throat, 


UNPROFITABLE STOCK. 


Kinds of AnlmaU Which M»k» Mo Bctwm 


for Ui» Capital bTMMd. 


When the prices of nearly all farm 


products are low, It is but natural that 
farmers should look about for some- 
thing that promises to be more remu- 
nerative. Still they are in great dan- 
ger of engaging in enterprises that 
will make no return* for the capital 
and labor they require. Every few 
years, since the first settlement of the 
country, attempts have' been made by 
enthusiasts to induce people to engage 
in the production of silk. The pleas- 
urea and, profits of silk production have 
been presented in a manner calculated 
to gain the attention of men, women 
and children. Thousands of people in 
all ports of the country have been in- 
duced to plant mulberry trees, to pur- 
chase the eggs of silkworms, aud to 
try to produce cocoons for the market 
That several persona have made con- 
siderable money by the sale of mulberry 
trees, silk-worm eggs, fixtures for 
houses in which the worms are kept, 
and books devoted to silk culture, is 
certain. The most diligent seeker after 
information, however, could not proba- 
bly lind in the entire country one per- 
son who 'has ever made any money in 
producing silk to be disposed, of in the 
market. The truth is that the produc- 
tion of raw silk is not a very profitable 
industry in any country, aud it is 
worthy of attention only in those parts 
of the world where the climate is par- 
ticularly favorable and wages ave very 
low. 


That it is profitable to raise goats in 


many parts of the world is certain. In 
sonic countries their milk is preferred 
to that given by cows, and it is exten- 
sively used for making- certain kinds 
of cheese.. Their skins are always in 
demand for making fine leather and 
parchment. 
The flesh of young goata 


is regarded.as a luxury in many coun- 
tries. 
The hair of • certain kinds of 


goats is valuable for making cloth and 
ornament.-;. As there is profit in rais- 
ing goats in various foreign countries 
where tho climate, condition of the 
land and productions are favorable to 
them and equally unfavorable to other 
tiiilmal.s, several persons havo declared 
that they would be profitable here. 
They have imported varieties of goats 
thai produce hair that can be made 
into cloth, and havo written many arti- 
cles for the purpose of inducing farmers 
to engage in raising the animals that 
are so useful and valuable in most Ori- 
ental countries. Some of those persons 
have probably made money in selling 
breeding stock. 
It, would be very diffi- 


cult, however, to lind a person who has 
derived any prolit from raising goats. 
ll appears to be trim that there is no 
demand for their milk or flesh, and 
that the price of their fleece is very un- 
certain und fluctuating. Only a few 
invalids can be induced to use goat's 
milk, and only persons who have in- 
herited u liking for it will cat the flesh 
of even young goats. 


That many persons have derived 


pleasure and prolit from keeping fancy 
fowls is certain. They have accom- 
plished great good by introducing im- 
proved breeds of hens, ducks and geese 
into different parts of the country. 
There is profit in the business of breed- 
ing fancy fowls if one has a good loca- 
tion aud advertises judiciously. Money 
can bo made in raising hens that sell 
nt f6 each and eggs that bring $3 per 
dozen. Still, very few farmers have 
made any money by keeping fancy 
fowls. They arc ordinarily obliged to 
sell most of their eggs at prices paid 
for those dropped by common fowls, 
while the dressed birds bring no more 
if sold by Iho pound than those of 
mongrel 
stock. 
The 
practice 
of 


soiling ducks, turkeys and chickens 
by

prevails 
in 
many 


parts of 
the country, 
arid 
when 


this is the case there is no inducement 
offered to farmers to raise fowls of 
large si/.e or of superior quality. A 
large fowl consumes more food than a 
small one, and if it, brings no more 
money than one of small size it is loss 
prolitnble for the producer. So long 
as small eggs bring as mueh in the 
ninrki't as large ones, the farmer de- 
rives no advantage from producing 
those of superior six.f. 
Till eggs ara 


sold by the pound, as they are in-Cali- 
fornia, or are sorted and sold accord- 
ing to their size, :is thoy arc in France, 
then! will be no imlueenimit for farm- 
ers to produce them of very large size. 


The profits of raising fast horses are 


often presented to the public in terms 
so glowing that they are tempted to 
ungagtt in the business. They read of 
the sale of a f:ist horse for a sum 
prcnter than the value of thiiir farms. 
They know Unit siu.'h an animal con- 
sumes no more food than u common 
"plug" that will not bring f 100 in any 
market. 
They are accordingly'induced 


to have their mares soi-vud by a.st&Uipn 
whose ancestors have made a record on 
u race track. They .may succeed, iu 
raising some colts, but the prospect ii 
that they will nut stisesed iu getting 
high priec* fur them. The horses .that 
sell for $1,000 or-over in any country 
are very few in number. When-such a 
sum isYealiaed fo»- a.fast horse, but a 
very small .proportion of It ordinarily 
goes into the- pockets of the man who 
raised it. The persons who hive, jjie 
meaus aud disposition to purchase fast 
hoi-ses are few, and several middlemen 
stand between them and the raisers of 


| the animals. It is as hard to find a 


purchaser for a very fast horse as for a 
very costly diamond. The raising and 
training of last horses requires knowl- 
edge »ud skill that few farmers) pos- 
sass. When the animals are raised and 
trained, special ability is required to 
disposeof them at high prices. — Chicago 
Times.
